Capt. Edward P. Allen, Democratic 
Congressman from the Second Michi- 
gan district from 1886 to 1890, died 
suddenly of apoplexy at Ypsilanti, 
Michigan.

Chief Justice Mills, of the New Mex- 
ican supreme court, was tendered the 
office of governor of New Mexico by 
President Taft and accepted. Judge 
Mills was appointed chief justice in 
1898 by President McKinley and has 
served continuously since. He was 
graduated from Yale in 1877.
